Following 
the general direction of the Pembina 
the railways are over sixty miles apart 
and beyond the Pembina distance is, of 
course, correspondingly greater. The 
old Fort Assiniboine trail is about mid- 
way between the two existing railways, 
therefore the oldest settlements are 
furthest from railways at the present 
time. 

Starting from Busby, on the Dunve
